WASHINGTON, Aug. 2%.—Count von 
Bernstorff, the German Ambassador. 
conferred with Secretary Bryan today 
on the censorship on German-owned 
wireless stations. Secretary Bryan said 
afterward the question still was unset- 
tled, 

The Ambassador, touching on the ques- 
tion of anti-German sentiment, said he 
felt the American people must realize 
that, although delayed and censored, 
messages from Berlin have brought the 
truth and that many reports from Lon- 
don have been disproved. Fairness, the 
Ambassador said he believed, would re- 
sult in an unprejudiced view. 

Fighting on the Russian border, the 
Ambassador said, had been merely 
clashes of outposts. The country is open 
and unfortified, he explained, and the 
towns reported captured by Russians 
are undefended and unimportant points 
No Russian dispatches, the Count .de- 
clared, had mentioned engagements with 
more than one of the Prussian army 
corps (about 35,000 men). 

Defends Zeppelin’s Attack. 

In reply to the charges of the allies 
of violation of the rules of warfare by 
Germany, the Ambassador said that a 
French aeroplane flew over neutral 
Belgium on the first day of the declara- 
tion of war and before German soldiers 
bad crossed the border, bent on destroy- 
ing the Rhine bridges, flew as far a 
Coblenz and dropped several bombs into 
the city. 


In defense of the action of the Zep- 
pelin airsihp in dropping bombs into 
Antwerp, Count von Bernstorff declarer 
that in Germany the presence of women 
and children in a fortress such as the 
city of Antwerp was not permitted. The 
attack on a fortress in modern warfare, 
he pointed out, may be carried on from 
the air as well as from the siege guns.

BRITISH MARINES 
IN FORCE NOW IN 
CHARGE AT OSTEND 


Authorities Objected to Their

LINDON, Aug. 2%.—The British ma- 
rines in force are now in control of 
Ostend, says a dispatch from that place 
to the Times.

FLOTILLA OF JAP 
DESTROYERS RUNS 
INTO A TYPHOON 


Vessels Are Scattered and Five 
Men Lose Lives, Location 
Being Kept Secret. 


TOKIO, Aug. 28.—The commander of 
the first Japanese squadron has report- 
ed to the Navy Department that his 
torpedo flotilla ran into a typhoon. The 
boats were scattered and five men lost 
their lives. The location of the fleet is 
not given. 

The Austro-Hungary Ambassador, 
Baron von Mueller de Szentgyorgy, has 
explained to Premier Kato that Austria 
felt in duty bound to follow her ally 
and withdraw her Ambassador from 
Japan. M. Kato sent his secretary to 
the diplomat last evening carrying the 
latter's passports. 

The members of the Austrian Embassy 
are hurrying their arrangements to sail 
on the Manchuria for San Francisco 
Saturday. The German Ambassador, 
Count von Rex, will take passage on the 
Minnesota for Seattle the same day. 
The interests of both embassies will 
be looked after by the American Am- 
bassador. 


Neutrality Proclaimed by U. S. 
Between Japan and Austria. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. . —Issuance by 
the President of a proclamation of neu- 
trality as between Japan and Austria 
yesterday followed an unusual sequence 
of events, during which, so far as offi- 
clals here are aware, neither country 
actually declared war. 

A “state of war“ was recognized by 
the United States as existing, hoWever, 
because Ambassador Dumba of Austria 
notified the State Department that the 
Imperor of Austria-Hungary had in- 
structed the cruiser Kaiserin Elizabeth 
to join the German fleet in defense of 
Tsingtau. Last Monday orders were 
transmitted from Vienna through Wash- 
ington to the officers of the Austrian 
vessel to dismantle her. Press dis- 
patches from Tsingtau said the orders 
had been carried out and the crew had 
departed. 

The American Government, however, 
took cognizance only of Austria's noti- 
fication of her interests to join the 
Germans in defense of Tsintau, and 
the proclamation of neutraiity followed. 
In Ambassador Dumba’s telegram to 
the American Government he made no 
mention of any declaration of war, but 
sai@ diplomatic relations between the 
two countries had been severed. Tokio 
dispatches described the situatior as a 
rupture of diplomatic relations, but the 
order of Emperor Francis Joseph to the 
Kalserin Elizabeth was regarded by 
State Department officials as of itself 
an act of war.

LONDON, Aug. B.- The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Post in de- 
scribing the operations in East Prus- 
sia, tells of the difficulties which na- 
ture has placed in the way of the Rus- 
sian advance and says the Germans had 
enormously multiplied these difficulties 
by a modern adaptation of age-old 
methods.

“We have no exact information,“ the 
correspondent continues, “of how many 
army corps Germany had left to oppose 
the Russian advance. Werhaps there 
were seven and possibly only five. 
Whatever their number, three are re- 
treating under cover of the fortress of 
Koenigsberg and one is in full flight on 
Osterode.

“The Russian armies y forced 
marches have driven a wedge between 
the German forces. So demoralizing was 


the Russian commander's strategy that 


the German forces abandoned their en- 
trenched ‘position on the Angerapp with- 
out a fight.

LONDON, Aug. %.~Today’s dispatches 
from France contain vivid stories told 
by wounded French and British sol- 
diers of the recent severe fighting 
around Mons and Charleroi in Belgium. 

The Rouen correspondent of the Daily 

Mail describes the arrival of British 
wounded there and gives their stories 
of the fight. He says the appearance: 
of the wounded was terrible, but not 
harrowing. They were, despite. their. 
wounds, not miserable, but, instead, dis- 
played a cheerful stoicism. 
They had all come from the fight th 
the neighborhood of Mons, where two 
French army corps had successfully held 
off the enemy on Sunday and Monday. 
The British, the correspondent says, 
had taken the field immedia on their 
‘arrival after several days’ . They 
arrived just in time to stem the Ger- 
man onrush. , 

Although sorely in need of rest, they 
behaved like fresh troops and held their 
ground with splendid courage, earning 
Gen. Joffre’s warm praise. 

Not many of the British have bad 
wounds. Many have only broken down 
from the hard marching and will be 
well again in a few days. Most of those 
who were able talked with picturesque 
profanity about their bad luck. One 
described how his regiment, ordered 
out o fMons on Sunday morning, came 
under fire immediately. They had no 
trenches or cover ‘of any kind and were 
obliged to lie down all day and pop up 
their heads occasionally to fire. When 
night fell they did their best to make 
trenches. 

Another British regiment was uckier. 
They were entrenched, and, although the 
Germans bombarded them for nearly 
24 hours, they had very few casualties. 


Didn’t Like “Baptiam of Fire.” 


Another of the British wounded said: 
We marched into Mons Sunday about 
10 in the morning and were just about 
to be billeted when marching orders 
came and we were off again. We were 
to advance under cover of artillery fire, 
but the enemy was doing a bit of artil- 
lery work, too, so we threw up trenches 
and snuggled down to wait for what- 
ever might happen. 
“We did not wait long. The German 
gunners were over a ridge two or three 
miles in front and their shelis came 
whistling around us. I got my baptism 
of fire and at first did not like ft. For- 
tunately, most of their shells burst be- 
hind us and did no harm. We thought 
they might stop when it got dark, but 
they kept it up as hard as ever.”

FIGHT RUSSIA, SAYS CRITIC 


Paris Expert Points Out It Is Necessary for 
French to Continue Harassing Foe to 
Delay Eastern Campaign.

PARIS, Aug. 2.—Gen. de La Croix. 
military critic of the Temps, gives a 
resume of the situation in the paper, 
saying: 

„To judge the situation properly it 18 
essential not to separate the events now 
in progress on the France-Beigian fron- 
tier from the struggle between Ger- 
many and Russia. , To the -east, the 
Russians continue their advance into 
East Prussia and Galicia, but they are 
as vet far from having their total 
forces in line. 

The danger is great for Geriulhy: 
which has brought a majority of her 
forces against us and is attacking with 
extreme violence, because it is urgent 
that she recall part of her army corps 
to send them against Russia. 

“We must at all costs harass and 
hang on to the German army which 
is opposing us and prevent the com- 


mander-in-chief from realizing his plan 
to withdraw part of the German troops 
from Belgium. 

We must not rest satisfied with mere- 
ly resisting it; we must, after falling 
back, resume the offensive. It is only 
by doing so that we can assure OUrF- 
selves that Germany has weakened the 
western frontier; her resistance will be 
less and we shall drive her backward.

Health c Asserts 
Tests Show Supply for Drink- 
ing Should Be Boiled. 


TESTS MADE BY EXPERTS

Commissioner Wall Declares 
Water Is Normal and That 
Warning Is Ridiculous. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff told 
& Post-Dispatch reporter today thet 
further bacteriological tests of city 
water confirmed earlier tests showing 
the presence of Colon, baccilli. Dr. Stark. 
leff reiterated his warning that all 
water for drinking or cooking purposes 
Should be boiled. 

Water Commissioner Wall, however, 
said that the bacteriologist of the water 


department had completed 10 different 
tests of city water and had found no 
disease-producing germs. Commissioner 
Wall declared that it was ridiculous 
for Health Commissioner Starkloff to 
alarm the people with a warning to 
boil the drinking water. 
Commissioners Starkloff and Wal) 
said that their bacteriologists used dif- 
ferent methods in making tests. Wall 
insisted thdt the Water Department 
bacteriologist used the method recog- 
nized by the American Medical Associa- 
tion, but Dr. Starkloff asserted that 
he tests of the Water Department bac- 
teriologists were not conclusive because 
the water tested was not at proper tem- 
perature. 

Dr. Starkloff’s Statement. 
“The bacteriologist of the Health De- 
partment, Dr. Toby, has had seven 
years’ experience in making water 
tests, Dr. Starkloff said. He is an 
expert. 
“I do not like the spirit shown by 
Water Commissioner Wall in challeng- 
ing the accuracy of our tests, and deny- 
ing that there are dangerous germs in 
the city water. I feel that it is my 
duty, when dangerous conditions are 
discovered, to warn the public. I saw 
Commissioner Wall immediately after 
the bacteriologist reported finding colon 
bacilli in the water. I should be dere- 
lict in my duty if I did not make known 
the facts to the public. 


The Water Commisaener would ren- 
der a better service to the public if he 
tried to remedy the condition which 
produced the germs, instead of trying to 
disprove the correctness of our tests. 
For many years the Health Department 
has caused semi-weekly analyses of the 
water to be made. This was done for 
the protection of the public health,” |

The Jogic and common sense of this insistence’ 
are plain. The trust program is well on towards 
completion. No excuse arising out of the war 
abroad exists for sidetracking it. On the con- 
trary, the ‘war supplies the most urgent reasons 
for promptly completing it. It should be finished 
so that business may know precisely where it 
stands towards its new problems and conditions 
consequent upon war. 

The same dishonest interests which desired war 
with Mexico to divert Congress from the tariff 
would gladly avail themselves of the European 
War as a pretext to abandon every measure for 
the regulation of corrupt business, but they are 
opposed by the commercial integrity of the coun- 
try at large. They have no standing in the forum 
of lawmaking now. 

Honest business favors honest regulation, but 
is anxious to have it over with and out of the 


way. Honest business has reason to be impatient 


of the delays of Congress in several matters. It 


would have been better for business if the Federal 
Reserve Board had been in operation before war 
broke out. It would have been better for business 
if the anti-trust bills had been out of the way a 
month ago. It would be better for business now 
if Congress were free to give its undivided at- 
tention to relieving the American export trade. 
Early in April President Wilson urged Congress 


. to prompt action on the anti-trust program. He 


declared then that with reasonable industry it 
should complete its work by July 1. The House 
complied with some dispatch, and as long ago 
as June 6, by sweeping majorities, passed the 
Trade Commission measure, the Clayton bill sup- 
plementing the Sherman law, and the railroad 
regulation measure—since which time the delays 
is the process must be laid chiefly to the Senate. 

For some of the delays there have been plausi- 
ble if not valid explanations. No further excuses 
for unreasonable postponement will be accepted 
by the honest business or the people of the coun- 
try. 
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THE PRESIDENT ON A VACATION. 

The Pennsylvania Republican State Central 
Committee is reported to have denounced the Mex- 
ican policy of the administration. To try to make 
political capital out of our relations with foreign 
countries ‘is almost always a campaign blunder. It 
is an especially egregious blunder when the 
problem in foreign relations has been handled in 
strict accord with traditional policy. Congress- 
man Walter L. Hensley of Bonne Terre, Mo., 
while in the State, voiced a judgment of the Presi- 
dent which expresses the view of an overwhelming 
number of citizens, without respect to party class- 
ification. 

I believé the citizens of the United States 
owe Woodrow Wilson a debt of gratitude for 
his wonderful presence of mind and coolness 
in the recent Mexican situation. He showed 
that much more was to be accomplished by 
peace than by years of warfare and blood- 
shed. 

The satisfaction accruing from a most remarka- 
ble véndication by events, not only in this, but 
in the other hemisphere, can accompany Mr. Wil- 
son as he enters on the enjoyment and refresh- 
ment of his five days’ vacation from the heavy 
burden at Washington. No presidential vacation 
has ever been better earned. 
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APOLOGIZING TO HELL. 

The esteemed New York Sun remarked this 
morning that if Gen. Sherman were alive he would 
have to apologize to hell. “He was unjust to that 
amiable region;” observes the solar light. The 
war. of his time was but an innocent, harmless 
killing game.” 

No; if Gen. Sherman were alive he would not 
exactly apologize: He would explain to hell that 
he never said it. The more intimately knowing 
authorities have always known that~he never 
eaid it. How could he have said that/ war was 
hell when he was drawing such a g salary, 
enjoying every step of the way, and vigorously 
aspiring to the presidency? War is\the biggest 
boon that can happen to some folks, even if it is 
pretty rough on the rest of us. 

COMMON DRINKING OUP LAW. 

In the Prosecuting Attorney’s office at the Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building, persons waiting to be 
heard must quench their thirst by using cups 
‘that may have been used by dozens of others. 
And the drinking water for the use of the pub- 
lic in this office is to be found in a common pail, 
into which the thirsty person must dip the cup

SOME HOWLING. 

The Republican State platform adopted in St. 
Louis is a masterpiece of calamity howling. 
Former Gov. Dockery asserted at the Jefferson 
City convention that the Democrats had a copy- 
right on calamity howling and that the inexperi- 
eaced Republicans never could make a success 
of it. 

Gov. Dockery is mistaken. The Republican 
platform ‘bears ‘evidence that the Republicans 
learned more about calamity howling in two years 
than the Democrats did in 16. Here is the proof 
from the_platform: 

The Democratic party has enacted a tariff 
law that has resulted in turning against us 
the balance of trade, taking from the Amer- 
ican farmer the protection he has enjoyed in 
the past, leaving our people to the mercy of 
the competition of the coolie labor of the 
Orient and cheap labor and lands of the South 
American republics; taking a duty from 
the manufactured products of other countries 
that has resulted in flooding the American 
market with foreign-made goods, forcing our 
domestic manufacturers into bankruptcy and 
throwing more than a million of men out of 
employment, closing our mills and our mines 
and crippling our railroads and bringing about. 
a universal stagnation of business. 

Every act of the Wilson administration is con- 
demned or denounced, including the watchful 
waiting policy which has restored peace in Mex- 
icc and given to the United States the unique and 
acvantageous position of being the only great 
world Power at peace while European and Oriental 
countries are at war. 

The Missouri Republicans are relying almost 
wholly upon their cry of hard times” to restore 
them to power in this State. The convention was 
coltrolled by the stand-patters, who receive their 
rolitical doctrine from “Uncle Joe“ Cannon, from 
Penrose and Watson.

Typhoid fever is one of the most dangerous and 
distressing diseases. It is apt to leave in its train 
one or more ailments that impair the victim’s effi- 
ciency and cause suffering for years. Every pre- 
caution should be taken to avoid it. 

Although the water tests so far made have not 
shown the presence of typhoid germs, other germs 
that usually accompany the more deadly species 
have been found in the water tested. The indica- 
tions point to the need for sterilization by boil- 
ing. 

Every family should boil all water to be used 
for drinking, and see to it that children and 
adults shall use no unboiled water. This precau- 
tion should be continued until the Health De- 
partment makes public the fact that all danger 
from contamination is past.

It is quite true that preparations fo 
the war did not prevent war. It may 
even be true that the elaborate scheme 
of military preparation which Germany 
has carried out for these many years 
put into the hands of the Kaiser the 
temptation which brought about this 
war. 

But it ought to be remembered, also, : 
that Belgium's preparation was what en- 
abled that little country to make a de- 
fense of her rights, and perhaps of her 
life as a nation. If the men who beat 
back the Germans at Liege had been 
merely untrained citizens, who had 
caught up arms after the danger burst 
upon them, the argument against prep- 
aration for war would be good. But Bel- 
gium has enforced a system of univer- 
sal conscription the same as Germany 


the invaders appeared, just as all the 
other countries of Europe kept trained 
armies in readiness. 

It may come about that the conclusion 
of the war will find the nations ready to 
enter into a common agreement to limit 
their armaments, release themselves 
from the crushing expense of constant 
preparedness and settle their future 
quarrels in a parllament of man.
